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Edison Perfects a Tube fer His

NEW YORK, Feb. 12—Just forty-nine 
years ago yesterday Thomas Alva Edison, 
America’s greatest inventer, was born in 


aay and up to 3 o’clock yester- 

= : ling in his laboratory at West 
Orange, he did not relinquish his labors until 

he had perfected one of his inventions in 
connection with cathode photography. 
When he had satisfied himself that his 
fluorescent tube was & success and that he 


could produce the X' rays with it at any 
moment beyond the shadow of a doubt, he 
told his. helpers that this tube was the best 
birthday present he had ever received. 

“These rays,’ said Mr. Edison, “are as 
great a mystery to me as ever, and the 
more developments I make, the more mysti- 
fied I become.”’ 7 

When he saw a cable from London saying 
that an Italian professor had invented an 
optical instrument by means of which it 
is possible for the human eye with the aid 
of the Roentgen rays to see through any- 
thing these rays can penetrate, the inven- 
tor did not doubt the statement, but said 
that Roentgen had already discovered the 
same thing practically. 

A peculiar effect of the rays upon alum- 
inum was discovered by Mr. Edison, when, 
on taking the electrodes out of a Crooke’s 
tube, which had been used in experimenting, 
it was discovered that some mysterious 
process had so tempered the aluminum 
— it was almost as nard to break as 
Steel. f 

A woman from Union Hill called at the 
laboratory to-day and said she had been 
injured in a fall two years ago and that 
physicians had been unable to 8 her 
case: She believed she was internally in- 
jured, and wanted Mr. Edison to make a 

hotograph of her intestines in order to 
ocate her injuries. When told that the in- 
ventor had not yet brought his reo 
apparatus to the state of perfection when 
such a result could be accomplished, she 
went away, promising to call again. 

Mr. Edison was asked what sort of pict- 
ure he * mgs to get of a man’s brain 
and said that he would succeed in makin 
a shadow photograph of the brain, though 
the skull is much more opaque than the 
tissue of the brain, if the rays. will pene- 
trate th® skull; but he believed that the 
shadows of the skull thrown upon the 
plate will not interfere with the picture of 
the brain that might be reflected. 

Would tt be possible for you to photo- 

raph a man's heart through his body?’ 

e was asked. 

Certainly.““ was the reply; but I don’t 
Want to try till FVascertain by preliminary 
experiment the most powerful rays that can 
be made available, the proper distance and 
the mosj sensitive of plates. Then I shall 
be ready to photograph anything.“ 

“What other experiments have you in 
view?“ 

Jam going to try what I can do through 
a telephone,“ he said. ‘Il don’t know what 
the result might be, but a ray of light might 
possibly pass over the wire and make a 
picture at the other end. You never know 
when the unexpected will happen.“ 

Would you attach a Crooke's tube to the 
end of the wire?“ 

No; just hold the plate up there.“ 

What will the picture represent?’ 

“Of course, I don’t know that I shall get 
anything.”’ 

With reference to the treatment of dis- 
eases, Edison says: 

I beHeve that Roentgen’s rays will effect 
marvelous cures. If my hypothesis is cor- 
rect we shall be able to put a stop to the 
effects of mad-dog bites. With re d to 
— 2 fever, yellow fever, malarial and 
other fevers that are largely caused by 
microbes, as the doctors say, we may be 
able to reach the bacterii and destroy them 
by the rays. You can see what a tremen- 
dous service Roentgen’s discevery will be 
to mankind. If my hypothesis should prove 
tq be correct the result will be a send 
to the afflicted and suffering, and especially 
to those who have what are regarded at 
present“ as incurable diseases. 


WOUNDED HAND PORTRAYED. 


Practical Experiment With the Rays Is 
Made in Chicage. 


CHICAGO, UL, Feb. 12.—The first prac- 
tical experiment in Chicago with Roentgen’s 
Tays was made yesterday afternoon by 
Electrician Charles Scribner and James 
E. Berry in the laboratory of the Western 
Electrical Co. . 

Casper Schmidt came to the office of the 


Western Electrical Co. complaining of a 
sore spot in the region of the palm of the 
hand. He said he had been shot in the hand 
two years ago, but was unable to locate the 
affected part. Accordingly, Schmidt was 
conducted to the Roentgen quarters, and 
after an hour’s exposure to the cathode 
trays the sensitized plate, upon which rested 
the afflicted member, was taken to the 
photographic room. When developed the 
plate disclosed a most excellent likeness of 
the anatomy of the hand, also what ap-

Frank Geary, after filing his original bill, 
sold out his saloon near Heim’s Brewery 
and left for Chicago, where it is said he en- 
gaged in the saloon business. He is in Bast 
St. Louis and is expected to remain until 
the hearing of the case by Judge Wilder- 
map on February 27. 

Geary was granted $75 per month all- 
mony last week pending the deCision of the 
case. Her attorneys, Hon. Wm. A. R 
berg and Solon Enloe, will file an answer to 
the amended bill and deny the charges.

Burlington Road Will Net Enforce Its 
Switching Charge Rule.

The new Burlington elevator, situated 
on the St. Louis, Keokuk and Northwestern 
tracks in North St. Louis, was opened a 
short time ago. Immediately following that 
the Burlington railroad sent out circulars 
anfiouncing that hereafter it would pay no 
switching charges from any point. 

This was regarded as a dig at the United 


and the Farmers elevators, neither of 
which are on the Burlington tracks, while 
the new Burlington elevator is. President 
Wililam T. Anderson of the United.and 
President Birch of, the Farmers’ were pre- 
paring to retaliate by forcing all consign- 
ments over the Burlington road to come in 
care of the Wigging Ferry on the East 
side of the river, thus compelling the Bur- 
lington to pay ferriage charges amounting 
to more than the switching charges. They 
also threatened to ship all their freight 
over other lines. 

But now it develops that this circular was 
meant for the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commission, and that no exceptions could 
be noted in it, whereag the railroad intends 
to keep on paying switching charges the 
same as before. 

Now that the Burlington has an elevator 
on its own line it intends to protect it- 
self on shipments from non-competitive 
points, the same as other roads, instead of 
payee switching charges from all points, 
as it has done in the past. 

The new rule was to have gone into ef- 
fect on the 15th inst., but will not apply 
in ite strictest sense. It would have meant 
an increase of a quarter of a cent-a bushel 
on every bushel of wheat and corn received 
from the Burlington road by either the 
United or Farmers’ elevators. 

President Birch, when seen by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, said he did not believe 
the Burlington people would go further 
than to otect themselves on shipments 
from non-gompetitive points, the same as 
the Missouri Pacific and Wabash have al- 
ways done. 

President Anderson of the United Elevator 
said) he did not think the circular would 
be carried out.

The prisoners inside set up cries for 
mercy, but they were answered by the 
mob that no one but Atterbury would be 
molested. 

The vigilantes were soon in the dell of 
the doomed man and he was quickly hustled 
down stairs and into the court-house yard. 
With a rope about his neck Atterbury 
begged for mercy, pleading that he was in- 
nocent of the crime charged against him. 
But the mob was determined, and in five 
minutes after the attack on the jail began 
their victim was dangling from the limb of 
a tree in the Court-house yard.

The tragic fate of Grant Atterbury is in 
keeping with the man’s history.

But the jury 
did not convict either of the brothers. 

The theory of the prosecution was that 
the plot to murder the old man was ‘con- 
cocted at the home of Grant Atterbury.

If a person using 
it ean look through an aluminum box, its 
penetrating power must be such as to enable 
a physician to look into the innermost re- 
cesses of the human eye, for instance, or 
into .the delicate mechanism of the ear, 
through the skull into the brain, to see the 
heart pulsatin in a human breast, to detect 
the weak spots in a consumptive’s lungs.

HAVANA, Feb. 12.—Gen. Weyler is not

Archbishop Kain’s Badge of Office 
Delivered by by Bishop Shanley. 


Bishop Shanley “of Nor North Dakota arrived 
here from Rome Monday and delivered to 
Archbishop Kain the pallium which was 
recently conferred upon ‘the latter by the 
Pope. 

This pallium, which is in reality the 
Archbishop’s badge of authority, was given 


into the hands of.Dr. Farrelly of the Ameri- 
can College at Rome two months ago. 
The method of conferring it is thus de- 
scribed by Archbishop Kain: Soon after 
my election to the Archbishopric of St. 
Louis I made application for the pallium. 
There are many functions, such as ordina- 
tion, for instance, that I could not perform 
without it, unless special privilege had been 
bestowed upon me. 
“After the application was made it was 
called to the attention of the Pope, who in 
turn laid it before the consistory of Car- 
dinals. It was granted by the same con- 
sistory that conferred the red hat upon Car- 
dinal Satolli. 
„When this was done it was necessary 
that someone should be on hand with proper 
n to receive the pallium fer me. 
I ‘had authorized Dr. Farelly to do this and 
it was into his hands that the Pope deliv- 
ered it.

Herrible Fate of a Woman With a Sad 
Past.

Jennie Smith, a one-eyed woman with a 
past full of misery and misfortune, was
